water by a ruffian fhallop. 
The captain pacha attempted once more to fuccour: 


the difabled veffels, but the fire of the ruffians killed 
many of his men, and forced him to defift. 

The turkith admiral’s fhip was twice on fire, but it 
was extinguifhed : a kirlangetfch funk with all its 
crew. ‘Theturks fired with cafe fhot upon the rufian 
fhallops, who were endeavoring to fave them. 

The rufian viceadmiral again formed his line, and 
the turks endeavored to avoid his fire by going large 
The ruffians purfued, but could not come up with 
them. Night coming on prevented a reengagement. 

Itis unknown whether the turks went to Sinope, or 
towards the coaft of Romelia. At daybreak the fol- 
lowing day, the ruffians faw no enemy, and the fcet 
anchored in the bay of Theedofia. 

The combat lafted from noon till five o'clock at 
night. ‘The tuffians bad 28 killed, and 64. wounded. 
The lofs of the turks not yet known. 

The above particulars are communicated in a letter 
from the Ukraine, dated rhe 3rd of Auguft, where the 
intelligence was received that day by a fpecial meffen- 
ger, who paffed through there, going from the Crimea 
to Peterfburgh, with an account of the action.

THOUGHTS OF A YOUTH ON THE 
CONSTITUTION OF AMERICA. 

HE words which introduce the confti- 

T tution are thefe, We, the people of the u- 
nited fates, in order to form a more perfect union, 
eftablifh juftice, infure domeftic tranquility, pro- 
vide for the common defence, promote th2 general 
welfare, and fecure the bieffings of liberty to our- 
felices and our prftzrity, do ordain and eftgblifh 
this conftitution for the united fates of America.. 
Our firit parent having fell from innocence, 
the paffions foon deftroyed the firmnefs of hu- 
man reafon, gave too great ftrength and vio- 
lence to the heart, and gave birth to avarice, 
envy, hatred, and other emotions, utterly in- 
confiftent with his own peace, and the defign 
of heaven: the object of government is to 
prevent the evil effects of this degeneracy, by 
fele&ting thofe who retain moft of the divine 
quality of wifdom, and by the union of virtu- 
ous citizens to enforce their laws and decrees ; 
but fince the firft and moft perfe& of the hu- 
man race was open to the feduction of vice, it 
is not prudent to leave even the ableft and beft 
men without a fixed conttitution and rule for 
their proceedings. Fence follows the propri- 
ety and good fenfe of this people in forming 
one. 4
